“LET US BURN 
JAILS AND FREE 
THE PRISONERS” 


Eight Are Dead and Forty-five 
Wounded in Italisn 


BARRACKS STORMED 


Troops Are Held at Bay Until 
Machine Gun Men 
Arrive 


ROME, Dec. 7.—Eight persons are 
dead and forty-five others are known 
to have been wounded as a result of 
the wild rioting on Wednesday and 
Thursday at Mantua, where mobs ter- 
rorized the city. 

The mob attacked the email! garri- 
gon, cut telegraph and telephone com- 
munications, stopped railwy trains, 
raided arms shops, burned prisons, 
freeing all sorts of criminals and held 
the police and soldiers at bay until 
fresh troops and carabineers arrived 
with machine gune and occupled the 
city militarily. The troops finally 
established order on Thursday night. 
The Rome newspapers tonight print 
full details of the situation at Mantua, 
The Giornale D'Italia says the Man- 
tua chamber of labor authorized a 
strike without excesses. 

The disorders were begun by 500 
strikers, who speedily were joined by 
the lawless element under the direc- 
tion of extremists. 

The crowds stormed the military 
barracks and fired upon the garrison. 
The soldiers discouraged the attack 
by firing into the air, At the eugges- 
tion of some of the extremist leaders 
the mob moved on to the railway sta- 
tion and seized the restaurant, where 
they feasted and drank wine, Those 
of the rioters unable to enter the res- 
taurant were incensed when the men 
fnside poured wine upon the floor 
of the restaurant until it flowed into 
the street. 

The rails were torn up to prevent 
trains from entering or leaving the 
station, and the building iteelf was 
badly wrecked. At the suggestion: 
“Let us burn the jails and free the 
prisoners,” the mob moved to the 
prison, overcame the guards and or- 
dered the astonished prisoners out, 
telling them a revolution had come 
and they were free.

FACE BIG LOSS 
‘FINANCIALLY 


Credits to British Government 
May Be Curtailed if Exchange 
Is Not Temporary 


OTTAWA, Dec. 7.—It is not ount- 
side the bounds of possibi'ity that 
the Dominion government will refuse 
to extend any more credits to the 
British government unless something 
Js done to rect!fy the excharge sit- 
uation, Mr. Lloyd Harris and vari- 
ous members of the government, 
when questioned as to the effect of 
Canada's prospects for foreign trade, 
admitted that it would have a most 
serious effect unless the drop was a 
temporary one, 

One of the immediate unfavorable 
effects in Canada from the drop in 
exchange is tn connection with pur- 
chases of t'mber made by Great Brit- 
ain In Canada under the fifty-million 
dollar credit advanced by the Do- 
minion, Twenty-eight millions have 
already been expended for lumber, 
and lumber is still going on the con- 
tract made under the credit with the 
Brit'sh timber controller. Last Jan- 
uary when the contracts were madé, 
exchange stood at $4.05, where it was 
artificially maintained by Great Brit- 
ain. Some of the shippers of lumber 
signed contracts in pounds, shillin 
and pence, f.o.b, seaboard, at a fixe 
rate of. exchanges. ° —_— 

The great majority, however, sign- 
ea for delivery f.o.b. ship board, at 
pounds, shilling and pence, no rate 
of exchange mentioned. The drop of 
nearly a dollar for every pound 
threatens a number of the shippers 
with coneiderable loss and it !s esti- 
mated that the total loss to Canadian 
lumbermen will reach half a million 
dollars. 

Most of the products sold under 
credit have been sold on a basis of 
dollars and cents, f.o.b. seaboard. 
Very little is quoted cost, !nsurance 
and freight today. In most cases 
the British government supplied the 
ships and the Insurance and _ the 
freight for goods sold under credit 
was, therefore, not a matter of con- 
cern to the Canadian ehipper.

TORONTO, Dec. 7,—-Two notable 
gatherings of people prominent in the 
affairs of this city and the province 
of Ontario very hearttly received Sir 
John Jellicoe, the famous British ad- 
miral, in this city, on Saturday, Tho 
first was in Massey Hall early in the 
afternoon, when Admiral Jellicoe gave 
an address on “sea power’ and the 
second was in the King Edward hotel 
at a banquet given by the navy league 
Saturday night, when he spoke of “the 
people who have to man and work a 
navy.” 

At the evening reception, a toast 
was drunk to the health of Lady Jel- 
licoe, and with her name was coupled 
all the splendid British women who 
had backed up the British sailors and 
soldiers during the wer.

LONDON, Dec. 7.—T. P. O'Connor, 
president of the United Irish league of 
Great Britain, and member of the 
house of commons for Scotland divis- 
{on of Liverpool, in a manifesto just 
issued says: 

“The tragedy of Ireland deepens) 
hourly ;oppression grows cruel and 
more widespread an@shameless, Civil | 
law has ceased to exist in Ireland in| 
all political concerns. Martial law, | 
justified only in actual warfare, has) 
taken its place. The government in| 
Ireland is Prussian militarism and 
Orange in its policy, its methods and 
instruments. 

“We have come to the conclusion 
that we have nothing to expect from 
the present ministry; they have broken 
thelr pledges to Ireland almost in the 
same breath in which they were ut- 
tered. We are determined to make} 
our organization an ally, independent, 
separate and self-governing, of the 
British labor party. 

“We have now had full opportunity 
of testing the policy in every commu- 
nity in which the Irish form a section 
of the population; they have thrown in 
all their energies, as well as their 
votes, in favor of the labor candidates. 
We can only give satisfaction to the) 
resentment felt by our own people in| 
Great Britain. against the present) 
treatment of Ireland by striking a blcw 
through our influence and vote in 
Great Britain against those responsible 
for Irish, eppression.”

A great 
number of single men, who have no 
materia] attachment to keep them In 
Winnipeg, refuse to leave the city to 
work, and consequently many mar- 
ried men whose homes and families 
are here are forced by the necessity 
that the single men do not experience 
to work elsewhere.

Gov't Attorneys Olaim Operators

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Dec. 7. 
Government officials and representa- 
tives of the united mine workers of 
America professed ignorance tonight 
of the terms of the proposal for set- 
tlement of the strike of the coal min- 
ers of the country, agreed on in Wash- 
ington between officials of the miners’ 
union and Attorney-General Palmer, 
and Joseph Tumulty, the president's 
secretary. 

Henry 8. Mitchell, special assistant 
to Mr. Palmer, who {s in Indianapolis 
to assist the United States district at 
torney in the investigation of alleged 
violations of the Lever act and anti- 
trust laws, said that he had received 
no advices from Washington since the 
conference Friday night. 

The miners’ attorney said he had no 
idea as to the proposal made in Wash- 
ington and that they could not pre- 
dict what effect the agreement would 
have on the court proceedings here. 

A specia! sessicn of the federal 
grand jury is scheduled to start at ten 
o'clock tomorrow. 

According to government attorneys, 
they have evidence that the operators 
not only have conspired with the min- 
ers in violation of government sta- 
tutes, but they have formed a combin- 
ation of operators alone, intended to 
limit the production of coal.

Regarding the matter to which 
you have called my attention, 
concerning your attitude towards 
the bonus for returned men, which 
was lately unanimously endorsed 
by the city council and wired to 
Ottawa by the mayor, as late 
chairman of the committee that 
presented the veterans’ case be- 
fore them on that occasion I have 
much pleasure in stating that the 
attitude of the mayor and all the 
members of the council present, 
without exception, was friendly 
and sympathetic in the extreme 
towards it. 

At the time, I and my commit- 
tee ielt also that, amongst others, 
our thanks were due to you per- 
sonally for your individual efforts 
on our behalf in the drawing up of 
the final resolution. 

I regret to hear that in the heat 
of a civic campaign such a pleas- 
ant incident, which left nothing 
but feelings of warm friendship 
and titude to all with those of 
us who were privileged to attend 
at that meeting, has been distort- 
ed from the truth or misr°»~esent- 
ed in any way either by acciden' 
or design.

Russian Bo'shevik premier, has writ- 
ten to the editor of the Avanti, con- 
gratulating him on “the splendid 
victory won for communism jn Italy. 

Declaring that the example of the 
Ital'an socialist party will evercise 
an immense Influence on the whole 
world, he says that the Italian pro- 
letariat faced a very difficult task 
and it was not unlikely that Eng'and 
and France, assisted by the Itatan 
bourgeols, would try ‘to provoke them 
\to a premature insurrection, In the 
hope that they could easily crush 
them. 

Lenine expresses the opinion tha* 
the entire industrial and agricultural 
proletariat and small proprietors 
cou'd be gained for communism, and 
added: 

“Then choove a favorable moment 
from the point of view of the inter- 
| national situation and make a dash 
for victory of dictatorship.”

“T cannot speak for the whole gov- 
ernment, because it has not yet come 
to a decision,” said Noske, “but TI 
shall recommend a refusal to sign the 
peace treaty protocol, 

“The I'mit has long been reached. 
Let the allies ocupy the country if 
they like. The perce compromise to 
us Is not peace but abrogation of the 
war. 
| “Were such a trensty accepted, the 
German nation would rise up and 
lavenxe themse'ves upon the men who 
telened ft, and it would be right. 
Great Britain and France deliberate- 
ly are planning the destruction of 
| Germany All the conf'dence I ever 
had in the pledges of the allies is 
gone forever. 

Yielded Too Often 


“By deceit and trickery, the British 
and French governments are work- 
ine opposition in their countries to 
cripple Germany still further beyond 
ithe crushing effect of the first treaty, 
| We have yielded too often, and now 
‘must reelet. Let the allies do what 
they plense.” 

Asked whether he wonld resien if 
‘he remainder of the government de- 
eided to accept the al'ies' termes, 
Noske replied that he could not say 
what he wou'd do a werk hence, but
